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School debt levy 
lowered in BC 


The Boyne City school board lowered 
its debt retirement millage by 4/10ths 
of a mill Monday night. 

The tax, which pays off the’ coming 
year’s portion of building construction 
indebtedness, was set at 2.8 mills (a 
mill is $1 of tax for every $1,000 of 
assessed value of property). ‘ 

“We can lower the debt retirement 
millage by 4/10ths and have approx- 
imately the same cash balance,’’ super- 
intendent Rich Kelly told the board in 
recommending the reduction. 

The decrease will show up on summer 
tax collections made by Boyne City. The 
townships only collect taxes. once a 
yeat—bills go out in December. 

Summer bills will be for the 9.1 mills 
of fixed, allocated tax and the debt 
retirement. 

In all, because the board last month 
lowered by 1/10th of a mill its requested 
voted millage, school taxes for the year 
will drop -mill from last year’s level. 

The 21.3 mills of voted tax will go 
before voters for renewal on June 14. 

The Boyne City commission on Tues- 
day approved continuing the summer 
tax collection, 

The debt retirement millage, Kelly 
said, will bring in about $257,000. That 
and a $167,000 balance on hand will 
cover two fall bond payments, he said. 

Kelly also said that since Boyne was 


- not on state aid formula this year, it 


received a cut of 66% percent in aid to 
“‘categoricals,’’ a separate state aid 
category that goes to all schools, 
regardless of the formula. 

‘‘Categoricals’’ is fund assistance for 
transportation (buses) and vocational 
and special education. 

‘*We knew when we built this year’s 


budget that we might be cut in cate- 
goricals,’’ Kelly said, adding that the 
budgeting for these items was covered 
without the state aid. 

Schools like East Jordan, still on the 
state aid formula, did not receive the 
66% cut on their categorical aid. 

In line with the policy to allow text 
book purchases after three years of 
budgeted austerity, elementary school 
principal Ed Snyder asked the board to 
approve a $3,340 purchase of social 
studies texts for grades three, four and 
five. The books are ‘‘People and Their 
Heritage”’ series with ‘‘In Communi- 
ties’ for grade three, ‘‘The People’’ in 
grade four, and ‘‘The Country’’ in 
grade five. 

Fourth grade will also spend one 
semester on a study of Michigan 
history. 

Another $250 was approved for 
business law textbooks for the high 
school, updating studies now based on 
1976 texts. 

Board president George Shiotelis 
questioned the reading level of the 
‘People and Their Heritage’’ series 
which runs about five months under 
gtade level. Shiotelis said, ‘‘We’ve 
been pushing for better reading skills 
and now we’re just falling back.’ 

Snyder explained the need for com- 
prehension in the subject matter was 
the important thing and that the 
lowered level was deliberate. 

The board approved the textbook 
requests, but tabled discussion on 
updating texts for the class in aviation. 

Some of the board members wanted 
to cut the class as less academically 
important than some of the basics which

Dedication of the new two-story 
apartment annex to the Litzenburger 
Place will take place Sunday, May 23, at 
2 p.m. 

Boyne City Housing Commission 
Todd Sorenson said the 
$1,284,750 addition funded by Housing 
and Urban Development, a federal 
agency, is designed for senior citizens 
with low incomes. 

Also qualifying will be people who are 
handicapped. According to the federal 
requirements, one out of every 10 
apartments must be planned for the use 
of a person using a wheelchair or 
otherwise handicapped. 

Sorenson said 74 applicants now are 
on the waiting list for the 30 apart- 
ments which will be ready for occu- 
pancy Monday, May 24. 

Asked whether any more low-income 


housing will be built in Boyne City, 
Sorenson replied, ‘‘Sure hope so. At 
this point, however, there are no 
funds.”’ 

The housing commission also nego- 
tiated with HUD for 10 houses for 
low-income families. These are now 
nearing completion and bring the total 
HUD funding to $1.713,000, Sorenson 
said. 

Both the annex and the housing now 
belong to the Housing Commission 
under a 40-year contract with HUD to 
maintain them for rental to low-income 
people. 

Building began July 7, 1981, with 
Petrie Construction Co. as general 
contractor, 

Sorenson said sub ‘contracting was 
given to area businesses whenever 
possible.

Boyne City has the large South Boyne 
well, built in 1970, plus the South Boyne 
back-up well, but the latter is not big 
enough to service either North or South 
Boyne if something should go wrong 
with the main wells, North Boyne’s 
main well is somewhat smaller than 
South Boyne’s. 


Thus, a new well, equal to the present 
South Boyne production well, is nec- 
essary. The new well would cost about 
$100,000.

Rommelmann said at present $14 
million is in the kitty for public works 
that eliminate major problems.

Knowing how to find water 


BY JIM SILBAR 

Last Wednesday I had the privilege of 
going to the Michigan Well Drillers’ 
annual convention at Boyne Mountain 
and wow, as a geology freak, I really 
learned a lot of stuff I probably will 
never be able to use. 

Probably the most important thing 
was that if I ever need a well drilled, I 
had better call Ed Korthase or Elmer 
Crain or Leo Goldsmith or any of the 
other well drillers in the area. 

I found out it’s pretty difficult to ‘‘just 
pop a hole in the ground’’ so water will 
flow into the pipe and then into the 
house. 

Learning this while walking around 
the displays, I also ran into some old 
friends from down below who were in 
the business. They also reinforced the 
idea that you use a company that knows 
what to do to find water. 


One of the displays was from the DNR 
division of geology. As I was looking 
through all their brochures, I was 
finding out all kinds of things about 
water formations, bedrock, glacial drift, 
moraines and all the other stuff that 
make up our area. 

Qne should be warned, though, if 
they plan on drilling their own well and 
live close to the lake, the glacial drift is 
only a few feet thick and you may hit 
bedrock. As you get towards Boyne 
Falls, most of the water wells are only 
down a hundred or so feet and the 
bedrock is about 200 feet down. 

Because of the bedrock, you will need 


' one of the $250,000 super rotary drilling 


rigs that look like miniature oil drilling 
platforms. Then you will need ‘‘drill”’ 
pipe, which is different than the pipe 
you put down to draw water out of, and 
probably only costs about a zillion a 


foot. 

Of course in order to drill into the 
bedrock, you will need a carbide-tipped 
Hughes Tool Co, original design rotary 
three-face drill. 

You can save some money on that, 
though. Some of the companies that 
displayed them had some that have only 
been used once. Used by an oil driller 
who only used it for a thousand feet or 
so, in some deep well somewhere in 
Texas. 

Used, that drill bit will only cost about 
$2,500 for an eight-inch variety. They 
do cost less smaller, but I would think 
there are few two- and four-inch oil 
wells around. 

So now you know why | am not going 
to be drilling my own water well. I am 
going to use one of the local guys. They 
have all that equipment or know where

Mobile homes not 
paying fair share 


Editor: 

As a taxpayer of East Jordan who 
lives on the lake, I feel ] must respond to 
the propaganda being spread regarding 
the hardships being placed on the 
mobile home owners who are being 
asked to vacate the Tourist Park or who 
have not been allowed to move in. 

They have been and are paying the 
fabulous sum of $120 per month when 
they occupy the mobile and $75 when it 
is just parked there, unoccupied. Sub- 
tract $3 tax from that and the price for 
parking space, lot rent, water, sewer, 
electric, lawn mowing, seeding, etc., is 
rather small. 

Then, there is the subject of taxes. 
Each mobile pays $36 per year which is 
$24 for the school, $6 for the county and 
the city gets the other $6. Last year the 
city got $126.50 from all of them while 
my city tax was $282.90. The school 
received $506 while my school tax was 
$632. I don’t have any school age 
children either. 

I am sorry that 12 families moved to 


Boyne City because they weren't. al-. 


lowed to live in the Tourist Park, df that 
was the reason, I understand that there 
is now a mobile home park in East 
Jordan. Admitted, it isn’t on the lake 
but neither is Boyne City’s. 

I don’t know where Bud Kenny got 
his. figures for what the. mobile homes 
paid in rent for the year but I watched 
Fern add the receipts, at my request, 
and the.total was only $15,377.60 from 
April 1, 1981, through March 1982.
